The  wofking  of  thi.s  system  provides  that 
all  moneys  deposited  in  a  branch  and  hot  need- 
ed for  the  use  of  the  till  .shall  be  shipped  to 
the  head. office,  and,  as  in  the  whole  of  Oan-- 
ada  there  arc  only-,  twenty-nine  different  bank- 
ing iijstitutions  with  about  two  thpusahd  three 
hundred  and  thirty  branches,  each  one  of  wliich 
has  to  despatch  the  money  not  needed  for  im- 
mediate payments  out  of  the  till,  to  the  head 
office,  the  method  of  banking  constitutes  a 
tremendous  drain  oh'  the  ready  money  of  the 
outlying  communities.  The  branch  banks  in 
British  Columbia  number  one  hundred  and 
fifty  one.  none  of  them  having  their  headquar- 
ters th  the  province,  the  Bank  of  Vancouver. 
which  "recently  commenced  business,  being  the 
only  true  British.  Colli mbia  in.stitution. 

This  shipping  of  the  readv  money  of  the 
country  ter the  several  he%d  offices  (most  of 
them  in  Toronto  and  .\tontreal)  places  it  un-.  , 
der  tl^e  control  of  a.few  Easterners,  which  ac-"""" 
counts  for  the  unreasonable  amount  of  Can-^ 
adian  money  maned  to  foreign  enterprises  and 
speculations.  DHEifi^^:he  gcea^f  financial  strin- 
gency of  1908.  the  Canadian  Bank  Statement 
-  for  January,  shows  that  S38.000.000  was  de-  , 
spatched  to  the  aid  of  Wall  Street,  thereby 
working  great  hardship  upon  the  peopile— of 
Canadia. who  were  in  need  ~of- funds.  It  was- 
during  .that  period  that  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment had  to  go  to  the  aid  of  the  farmers  of  the 
Middle. West.'lending  them  moncy^  which  the 
banks  in  the'  ordinary'  course  of  their  business 
should  have  done.

himself  practised  watchmaking  for  some  years, 
and  it  was  on  account  of  some  invention  of  his 
in  this-  fine  that  he  was  allowed  to  call  himself 
"watchmaker  to  the  king." .  Perhaps  his  fath- 
er's nanie  seemed  inconstsfent  with  such  a  title, 
at  all  events,  he  adopted  Beaumarchais,  and  a 
n€::alone  by  which  he  is  known  in 
the  lit-erafy  history  ot  his^country.^. ;  .,-. 

He  was  a  remarkably  versifrie  man  and  lol- 
lowed  many  professions.  .  After  he  left  w-atch- 
making,  he  took  up  music,  then  bccaine,  in 
turn,  a  court  official,  a  speculator,  and  finally, 
at  the  age  of  thirty-hvc,  began  his  career  as"  a 
dran}a.tist.  1 

His  first  plays  were  in  a  serious  vein,  and 
fell  far  short  of  success,  though  they  were 
produced  and  won  some  slight  recognition. 
)ust  sufficient  to  induce  the  author  to^try  again. 
He  did  not  make  a  sxcond  attempt;  however, 
until  he  had  become  £0  a  certain  degree  iamous 
through  the  publication  of  some  y<5ry  audaci- 
ous and  witty  political  addresses,  in  \vhich  he 
found  fault  with  the  judicial  system  tiidri  ex- 
isting in  France,  These  addresses  pleased  the 
public  mightily,  for  it  was  a  public  eager  to 
welcome  anvthing  that  was  at  yarianec  with 
the  established  ofder  of  things.  Louis  XV., 
recognizing  his  popularity  and  his  ability,  en- 
trustetl  him  with  secret  missions,  and  Louis 
XL,  when  he  came  to  the  throne,  made  of  him 
a  confident.  • 

Previous  to  the  production  of  The  l.arber 
of  Seviile,':;Which  w-as.  acted  at  the  Theatre 
Francais  in  1775,  Beaumarchais  had  w  rittcu 
the  book  and  the  score  of  a  comic  o])era,  w  hich 
warrefuscd  by  the  Comedie-ltalicnne.  It  was 
the  plot  of  this  comic  opera  which  lieautnar- 
chais  remodelled  ami  put  into  prose  as  '"The 
Barber  of  Seville."  This  comedy  was  remark-

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PLANTING  BULBS  TO  BLOOM  IN  THE 
..;  '  SPRING 

Bulhs  planted  with  a  liberal  hand  in  the 
fall  give  a  delightful  profusion  -  of  beautiful 
flowers  early  in  the  spring  of  the  following 
year,  when  they  are  most  appreciated. 

Narci.ssi,  tulips,  crocuses,  scillas  and  snow- 
dfops  all  bloom  early  and  produce  exquisite 
flowers.  There  are  a  great  many  varieties 
"which  might  he  recommended;  but,  after  all,/ 
perhaps,  there  its  no  better  way  for  the  dwner 
of  a  suburban  'place  to  do  than  to  rely  upon  the 
advice  of  a  seedsman,  \n4io  is  familiar  with  the 
■    locality  and  the  conditionswhich  exist  there. 

Particularly  charming  results  can  be  pro- 
duced by  planting  Indbs  in  the  .grass  in  order 
tq  secure  natural  effects;  but  tlrey  should  not 
be  used  where  the  grass  is  to  be  cut  early,  if 
the  bulbs  are  expected  to  flower  a  second  year; 
as  the  foliage  must^not  be  removed  until  it  be- 
gins to  turn  3'ellow.  .  j,"      '■■•.,.     :  ^^ \, 

Bulbs  may  be^planted  in'Tfie  grass  t>y  meatns 
of  a  crowbar  or  a  dibble,  marked  in  some  way 
from  four  to  six  inches  from  the  end,  so  that 

_bulbs .  of  the„saiT3e size  may  be  .planted  at  an 

equal  depth  in  order  to  have  them  come  up  at 
the  same  time.  Another  way  of  planting  bulbs 
in  the  gra.ss  is  to  insert  a  spade  or  fork.. lifting 
the  soil  so  that  the  bulbs. may  be  dropped  into 
the  ground.         .  •'  -,— 

Bulbs  may  also  be  grown  to  advkfitage  in 
the  hardy  border,  rememberi'ng  that  scilla. 
grape  hyacinth  and  snowdropRr-are  to  be  used 
at  the  front  and  narcisst  and  -tulips  further 
back.  Bulbs  are  especially  effective  when 
planted  among  early- flowentTg  plants  in  the 
border.  "       _,_     

When  theT^ulbs  are  planted,  in  beds  and 
borders,  it  is  necessary  to  prepare  the  soil  care- 
fully if  the  best  results  are  to  be  secured.  Es- 
pecially is 'it  necessary  to  spade  the  ground 
•deeply,  pulverizing  the  soil  as  finely  as  pos- 
sible. Succes  with  bulbs  depends  entrrely  Qpon 
"getting  the  strongest  kind  of  root  growth.  If 
•^•'■S^e-bed  can  be  prepared  some  time  before  the 
arrival   of   the   bulbs,   which   is   a   good   plan, 


safety  either  at  planting  time  or  as  top-dress- 
ings, the  former  at  the  rate  of  2  oz.  and  the 
latter  8  oz.  to  a  square  yard. 

Daffodils  should  be  tastefully  grouped  in 
clumps  in  preference  to  rows  or  straight  lines, 
and  so  arranged  as  to  ensure  a  successional 
bloom.  Tulips  and  Hyacinths,  on  the  other, 
hand,  may  be  symmetrically  arranged.  The 
latter,  comprising  as  they  do  more  varied  col-' 
ors.  lend  themselves  to  the  attainment  of  a  rich 
effect  if  one  end  of  a  bed  js  planted  with  dark 
purples  and  violets  and  the  5ther  with  dark 
reds.  The  purples  and  violets  may  be  followed 
by  blues,  light  porcelains  aiid.white.  Next  to 
these  should  follow  the  yellaws,  then  pinks, 
reds  and,  finally,  dark  crimson. 

Water  should  be  withheld  from  Hyacinths 
and  early-flowering  Tulips  as^soon  as  their 
flowering  is  over;  and  when  the  leaves  are 
brown  and  dry,  the  bulbs  may  be  taken  up,  all 
soil  and  dead  fibre  removcd,-and  bulbs  and  off- 
sets laid  in  shallow  boxes,  and  labelled  accord- 
ing to  color  and  name.  "  They  may  be  stored 
away  on  dry,  airy  shelves  until  the  time  for  re- 
planting arrives,  being  periodically  examined 
in  the  meantime,  and  any  unhealthy  ones  re- 
jected. _TKe  offsets  can  be  detached  from  the 
bulbs  and"  planted  by  themselves  in  nursery- 
beds  in  the  kitchen  garden  ;  here,  in  one,  two  or  ' 
three  years,  according  to  their  size,  they  will 
develop  into  flowering'  bulbs. 

Daffodils  and  May-flowering  Tulips  may  be 
allowed  to  remain  two  or  three  years,  or  even 
longer.  No.  hard  and  fast  rule  can,  however, 
be  laid  down  in  this  respect ;  in  rich,  loamy 
soils  they  might  be  left  undisturbed  for  years, 
but  in  poor  soils  they  should  not  be  allowed 
to  remain  more  t^an_three,  when  they  should_ 
be^  lifted  and  treated  as  above,  the  greatest 
care  being  exercised  always  to  keep  them, 
wBeii"  njewIy"Tifted,  from  the  hot  rays  of  the 
sun.

NARCISSUS 


Practically  everyone  is  acquainted  with  this 

genus,  either  by  means  of  the  Daffodils  or  one

with  the-sojl.  Fresh  mantire  shoiild  never  be 
used,  and  in  no  case  shovild  the  manure  be  ^al-

These  popular  spring- flowering  bulbs  may 
be  grown  in  ordinary  garden  ground,  but  a  ju- 
dicious incorporation  of  different  soils  is  in 
some  cases  essential,  while  in'  others  very  lit^ 
tie  attention  to  this  matter  is  required. 

The  most  suitable  soil  for  Daffodils  gener- 
ally and  May-flowering  Tulips  is  loam  which  is 
neither  too  clayey  nor  tod  sandy.  ,The  subsoil 
must  be  taken  into  consideration,  such  as,  for 
instance,  a  heavy  clay  supp9rting  a  shp,llow 
.jlqani.  liusuch  a  case  deep  digging  and  a  dress- 
ing of  lime,  burnt  earth,  wood  ashes,  gritty 
sand  and  oyster  shells  well  worked  in  should 
be  resoVted  to.  The  latter  will  help  to  keep 
the  border  open.  On  the  other  hand,  a  light 
;andy  soil  may  be  materially  improved  by  an 
admixture  of  well-rotted,  turfy,  yellow  loanr- 
and  a,g90(j  layer  of  stable  manure  dug  inj_8^ 
inches  below  the  surface.  This  also  is  benefi- 
cial to  limesitone  soils  in  general 


our  outdoor  gardens  in  v«arly  spring.  '  Alto-, 
getlier  it  is  one  of  the  most  useftil  in  the  whole 
range  of  bulbou»  plants,  and  appreciated  not 
only  for  its  hardiness  but  also  for  the  readiness 
vvith  which  certain  sections  will  force,  the  long 
period  over  which  flowers  may  be  had,  and 
the  fact  that  almost  any  soil  wiU  grow  Nar- 
cissi. Writing  of  soil  it  may  be  well  here  to 
remark  that  those  who  have  made  a  study  of 
soil  influences  upon  the  color  of  certain  flow- ,. 
ersriiyy'e-  dtsc^w^red  that_jtke. JPaffpdil  is  one 
of  those  flowers  wdiich  is  susceptible.  • 

To  cultivate  the  Narcissus  to  give  the  best 
resiflts,  the  most  important  detail  to  observe  is 
the  planting.  More  failures  result  from  late 
planting  than  from  any  other  cause.  It  is  in- 
convenient, say,  in  the  height  of  the  flbral  sea- 
son, to  think  about  the  next  season's  display; 
and  yet- as  early  as  July  a  space  should  be 
-looked  out  for  those  ^Daffodils  with  which  it 
is  desired  to  make  a  show  the  following  year.  '

the  ground  should  be. dug  out  to  a  depth  of  3 
feet  (on  light  soils  a  foot  less)  and  a  thick  lay- 
er of  stable  manure,  to  ensure  drainage  if  the 
subsoil  is  clayey,  placed  4n  the  bottom.  Upon 
this  the  bed  may  be  formed  by  making  a, com-, 
post  of  yellow  loam,  leaf-mould,  silver  saniJ 
and  decayed  manure,  all  thorou^ly  incorpor- 
ated together.  May-flowering  -TuHps,  as  al- 
ready stated,  flourish  in  a  sorhewhat  heavier

When  the  ground  has  properly"  settled 
down,  which  takes  usually  three  or  Jour  weeks 
after  it  has  been  prepared  planting  may  be 
proceeded  with.  A  half-shady  position  is 
preferable  to  one  fully  exposed  to  the  direct 
rays  of  the  midday  sun,  although  very  fair  re- 
sults are  often  obtained  with  many  kinds  even 
when  planted  in  the:  open.  As  a  general  rule 
planting  may  begin  in  August  with  Daffodils, 
which  then  .usually  begin  to  form  new  roots, 
following  in  September  with  Hyacinths  and 
early-flbwering  Tulips,  and  in  October  with 
the  May-flbwering  varieties  ;\but  in  every. case 
locality  and  climatic  xo^ditions  must  be  con- 
sidered.   ^     '  .-».',. 

The  depth  to  plant  depends  as  much  upon' 
the  growth  and  size,  of  relative  varieties  as  the 
nature  of  the  soil.  Shallow  planting  must  be 
avoided,  and  on- light  soils  the  bulbs  may  be 


vocate  usjng  for  their  quarters,  some  soil  which 
has  been  thoroughly  manured  for  another  crop 
—potatoes,  for  instance.  In  many  gardens, 
therefore,  such  a  site  will  be  available  at  any 
rate  early  in  August,  when  as  many  varieties 
of  Narcissi  as^ossible  should  be  inserted.  Cul- 
tivators of  these,  lovely  flowers,  whoseT>€auty~ 
may  be  enjoyed  from  February  until  summer 
is  nigh,  should  always  remetnber  that  Narcis- 
stis  is  a  genus  wlTo&eL.iiieJtlij3igrs_have  but  a  very 
sltort  resting  period,  and  if  planting  is  delayed, 
as  it  frequently  is,  until  October  arrives,  really 
first-class  flowers  cannot  be  expected,  nor  can . 
that  increase  to  the  stock  which  it  should  be 
the  aim  of  the  grower  to  obtain.  Let  those  who 
doubt  that  new  roots  are  emitted  in  the  sum- 
mer lift  a  few  of  the  early  kinds— some  of  the 
Poeticus  section,  for  instance— and  see  for 
themselves.  If  such  bulbs  as  these  are  kept 
out -of  the  soil  they  will  suffer  just  as  m.uch  as 
Liliums  similarly  treated.  V<arieties,  however, 
differ  considerably  as  to  the  period  when  re- 
newed activity  commences,  and  soil  and  dis- 
trict" have  also  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 
A  fairly  "good  guide  for  lifting,  when. such  is 
necessary,  is  to  be  found  in  the  foliage ;  when 
this  turns  yellow,  the  fork  may  Ije  employed, 
Of  course,  lifting  each  season  is  not  imper- 
'  ative»^  .though  where  Narcissi  are  grown  for 
show  it  is..  In  the  ordinary  border  the  bulbs 
may  be  left  for  three  years,  varying  witJi  the. 


For  the  rpckery,  again,  there  are  the  moisture- 
loving  Cyclamlneus,  the  delightful  N.  mini- 
mius,  and  all  the  Hoop  Petticoats  except  N. 
Bulf>6codium  monophyllu^^.  Several,  however, 
of  these  miniature  Daffodils  arc  getting  scarce, 
so  great  has  been  the  dcinanr!  fur  them  ul  late 

years. 

When  rc(|uireil  tor  fdrcmg,  similar  treat- 
ment to  tliai  advised  for  the  Hyacinth  will 
answer,  except  in  the  case  otVthe  Ajax  section, 
which  must  be  brought  on  slowdy— -that  is,  they 
must  not  be  subjected  to  a  high  temperature  at 
any  time.  A  very  pretty  and  useful  Narcissus 
for  pot  culture  in  a  cool  house  is  the  Hoop  Pet-, 
ticoat.  For  very  e,a:rly. forcing. the  Paper  White 
is  the  best,  as  it  may  be  had  in  flower  from  No- 
venihcr  onwards.  Later  come  N.  poeticus  and 
all  the  Polyanthus  group~;-while-stiW  later  fj>l- 
low  such  kinds  as  EmpcrOr,  Empress,  Horse- 
fieldii  and  any  of  the  ordinary  forms  of  Daffo- 
di.ls.  A  compost  of  three  parts  sandy  loam  and 
one  part  well  dccayedrmanure  will  be  suitable 
for  all  Narcissi  inkpots.  ,  After  flowering,  grad- 
ually harden  off  the  plants  in  cold  frames,  and  ■ 
later  on  plant  out  the  bulbs  in  good  soiP'wTien 
in  about  two  years  they  will  be  fit  for  forcing 
again. 

_  .::„Outdoor  culture  is  very  simple,  and  really 
charming -effects  may  now  be  prockiced  at  a 
comparatively    trifling    outlay.     For     spring 
beds  few  if  any  plants  will  afford  such  a  lovely' 
piece  of  color  as  those  filled  with  Emperor  of' 
Empress ;  v^'hile  for  planting  in  the  grass  or 
for  the  wild  garden  there  ar^  a  host  as  has  al-   • 
ready  been  shown^  wliicJi  will  remain  in  beauty 
for  weeks/    Sloping  banks  that  have  not  to  be 
mown  early  rnay  be  rendered  very  picturesque 
by  the  use  of  these  bulbs. 

Of  the  3ections  of  ■  the  genus  Narcissus, 
pechaps  the  most  admired  is  that  known  as 
.\jax.  The  varieties  are  all  ejicelleht,  but  the 
following;  especially  so:  Emperor,  Empress, 
Grandis,  Horsefieldii,  Mrs.  J^  B.  M.  Camm, 
Exquisite,  St.  Brigid,  and  many  others,  includ- 
ing new  varieties  like  Weardale  Perfection, 
which  is  now  selling  at  10  guineas  aljulb!  and 
other  nfcw  and  necessarily  expensive  kinds,  like 
Victoria,  Ffreil  Moore,  Lady  Helen  Vincent, 
Mrs:  "Mbi-land  Gr6sfield.  and  Shakespeare. 

Another  good  section  is  Tncomparabilis,  the 
best  variety  of  which  is  probably  Sir  Wtivkin ; 
while  Madame  de  Graaf,  Gwyther,  Frank 
Miles,  King  of  the  Nctnerlands,  Titian,  arid 
many  others  are  desiiable.  .Then  jhere  are  the 
.popular  Barrii  fornis^  all  more  or  less  lovely— 
Qonspicuus,  S.  A.  dp  Graff,  and  Sensation  be- 
ing veVy  fine.  Leedsii  is,  another  section,  of  ' 
which  Du'chess  of  \Vestminster,  Mrs.  Langtry, 
Pfincfess  of  Wales,  and  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Bartoii 
are  among  the  best. 

Burbidge's  Poeticus  is  a  well  known  group 
that  finds  favor  iii  :every  garden  where  Nar- 
cissi are  grown,  Biirgidgei,  Litlle  Dirk,  Van- 
essa, and  Ornatus  all  being  splendid.  The  last 
named  fe  a  great  favorite  for  forcing"  and  grow- 
ing in  poti*  Again;  all  the  Polyanthus  seetion 
force  well,  Paper  White,  as  before  stated,  head- 
ing the  list,  and  •  being  followed  ^by  Scilly 
White  and  White  Perfection.  . 

In  all  these  sections,  and  in  man^  others, 

the  varieties  are  too  numerous  to  be'referred 
to  in  detail. 

Belonging  to  the  genus  is  the  plant  known 
as  the  Sacred  or  Good  Luck  Lily,  which  may 
be  grown  in  a  bowl  containing  water  and'a  lit- 
tle gravel.  These  bulbs  are  usually  imported 
from  China  in  September,  and  in  the  bowls 
sold  for  the  purpose  they  make  exceedingly 
"Imghi  ornaments  for  rooms.  JThey  also  force 
'  w£i]L.3I?'fl  their  white.. and  yellow  cttpped  fra- 
grant-flowers  are  much  appreciated  in  winter. 
Narcissi  are  troubled  by  v?ry  fev^  insect  or 
other  pests,  though  some  varieties  more  than 
others  are  favored  by  the  attentions  of  a  bee- 
like fly,  whose  alderimanift  grubs  take  posses-' 
sion  of  the  bulbs  and  inflict  not  a  little  injiiry. 
Those  kinds  which  are  lifted  suffer  least,  and 
thos,e  which  are  infested  may  be  opened  at  the 
sides  and  the  grubs  taken  out.  Occasionally 
the  bulb-mite  is  troublespme,  but  not  usually 
sufficiently  so  to  be  constituted  a  peSt.  Fung- 
oid diseases  comparatively  seldom  affect  any  of 
the  Narcissi,  at, least  in  this  country.

According  to  recognized  authority,  eacn 
cow  .i;hcHild  have  an„  allowance  of  about  four 
tons"7^f  silage  iii  the  seven  months  it  is  usual- 
ly fed.

and  when  the  demand  goes  beypnd  that,  it  is 
better  to  have  two  or  more  silos. 

Next  in  importance  to  the  discovery  of  the 
great  advantage  of  siiage  as  a  winter  feed  and 
the  invention  of  the  modern  silo,  is_  the -ma- 
chinery employed  in  i)reparing  the,  silage  and 
packing  it.  We  have  by  no  means  reached  the 
end  of  improvement  in  this  direction,  but  the 
means  now  employed  have  greatly  lessened 
the  labor  of  filling' the  silo,  besides  providing 
for   the   better   preservation   of    the    contents,

Some  Claim  it  is  best  in 
winter  to  feed  this  mash  first  thing  in  the 
morning,  not  giving  so  much  but  that  the  hens " 
will  scratch  in  the  litter  for  the  grain  others 
feed  the  hot  mash  late  in  the  afternoon.

Another  valuable  relic  of  Washington  has 
been  rectnfly  added  to  the  Valley  Forge  Mu- 
seum of  American  History.  This  is  Wa.shing- 
ton's  headquarters  flag,  His  marquee  was  pur- 
chased by  the  museum  liast  fall  at  a  cost  of 
$5,opo,  after  having  been  exhibited  for  years,  in 
the  Natioriar  Museum  at  Washington.  It, was 
his  first  headuarters  here,  and.  was  used  by  him 
through,out  the  war  of  the  revPlution.

The  stars 
are  six-poirlted,  double-stitched,  and  the  silk 
back  of  them  has  been  cut  out  to  show  the  stars 
on,  both  sides.  The  Stars  are  not  arranged  in

perience  of  past  failures  and  successes;  further 
his  know  ledge  of  theory  enables  him  to  condcct

Taking  first  of  all  the  question 
of  Jncreasing  velocity  with  a  view  to  extending 
range,  it  must  be  remembered  that  analogies 
derived  from  .military  arms  are  inappropriate 
for  shot-guns,  because  an  increase  of  rifle  ve- 
locity is  coincident  vvith  a  decrease  of  weight 
of  tlie- projectile,  whereas  with  shot-guns  the 
charge  of  shot  must  be  fmafntaJned  as  a  sub- 
stantially unalterable  quantity. 

The  single  missilc.'whether  it  be  a  military 
or  sportiU'ghiillet,  either  liits  or  misses,  and  the 
pbwxr  required  is  contained  in  the  single  pro- 
jectile. In  a  charge  of  shot  the  conditions  are 
quite  different.  About  one  per  ceiit  of  th<i 
total  charge  will  produce  the  desired  result, 
bnt  a.gi\cn  space  niust  be  .sO-Xa^:fJ:fifLwith  pel- 
lets that,  whatever  the  position  theT)ird may 
occupy  within  that  space,  the  necessary  three 
or  five  pellets,  w  hatever  the  number  may  be. 
must  be  there  to  do  their  work.  Increase  of 
velocity  cannot,  therefore,  be  accompanied  by 
such  a  reduction  of  the  charge  as  will  keep  the 
recoir  within  limits  governed  by  the  weight  of 
the  gun  and  the  pbysical  robustness  of  the 
.shooter.  '  The  weight  of  a  gun  is  roughly  fixed 
by  the  "standard  size  of  the  human  race,  and  re-, 
coil  being  in  the  nature  of  a  necessary  evil, 
'  every  means  of  decreasing"  the  same  is  eagerly 
adopted.  Velocity  increases  yvould  therefore 
be  resented^«>  long  as  they  rrtrotvcd  noticeably 
greater  recoil.  If  powdermakcrs  .so  improved - 
their  product.s  that  recoil  was  diminished  to  an 
extent  enabling  ..velocity  to  be  increased,  it  is 
possible  and  even  probable  that  the  sportsntan- 
wbuld  elect  to  take  tTie  benefit  iti  the  form  of 
greater  ease  and  comfort  rather  than  adopt  the 
alternative  of  a  more  powerful  cartridge. 

The  great  vogue,  for  instance,  of  33-grain 
j)owders,  as  compared  with  the  earlier  42-grain 
^XP^'  is  apparently  due  more  to  their  low  recoil 
properties  than  t«  the  poissibilities  they  repre- 
sent of  giving  a  higher  velocity,  whilst  main- 
taining a  given  standard  of  recoil  Such  velo- 
city improvement  as  can  be  obtained  without 
diminisliing  the  efiF^cts ,  of  air  resistence  en- 
countered by  th-c  shot  during. .flight.  Various

birds  is  undul}'  great.  From  a  marksmanship 
point  of  view  if  seems  reasonable  to  assume 
that  if  a  three-foot  spread  of  pattern  at  thirty 
yards  typifies  the  cdnditions  of  high  efficic^ncy 
for  ordinary  game  shooting  conditions,  at  least 
the  same  angular  space  should  be  filled  with 
pellets  at  the  farther  ranges.  Tliis  would  mean 
that  thr'ee  feet  at  thirty  yards  becomes  six  feet 
at  sixty  yards,  and  as  area  advances'  as  the 
square  of  diameter,  the  amount  of  shot  neces- 
sary to  fill  a  six-foot  circle  woil Id  be  four  times 
that  required  for  a  circle  of  half  the  diameter; 
therefore,  what  one  ounce  will  })erform  at  thir- 
ty yards,  four  ounces,  imd  no  less,  will  do  at 
sixty,  .But,  even  so,  anbther  most  important 
Gprrecfioh  requires  to  be  introduced.  The  size 
of  pellet  w:hich  is  effective  at  thirty  yards 
would  be  useless  at  si:^ty ;  i|i  fact,  the  weight 
per  pellet  w'oul4  need  to  be  af  least  double  las. 
a  matter  ot  fact,  this  wbivhHiardly  be  enough) 
to  assure  anything  like  an  equal  hitting>pow-er. 
This  would  m€\a«  thit  if  Xo.  5  shot  sufficed  for 
thirty  yards_,sh_ooting.Mo.^5-would  be  neces- 
sary at  S^sciy  yards.  The  same  comparison 
holds  good  as  between  sizes  seven  and  four 
respectively.  .\n  equal  density  of  equally  ef- 
fective pellets  covering  a  six-foot  diawleter  cir- 
cle may  be  adopt«!d  as  representing  the  mihi- 
tnuni  requirements  of  the^  sliooter  for;^  acctim'-  , 
plishing  at  sixty  yards  the  results  he  has'regu- 
larly.achieved  at  thirty  yards<.

cntly  enormous  multiplication  is  due  to  ^the 
necessity  to  increase  the  charge  by  a 'higher 
power  than  x?ve»  the  square  of  tha  range.  If 
muzzle  velocity  could  be  .increased  a  sufficient 
amount  to  neutralize'^-the  .added  distance,  the 
shot  charge  would  only  need  to  be  increased  aS 
the  sqiiare.  of  the  distance.  " 

The  ilumination  from  a  lamp  diminishes  as 
the  square  of  the  distance,  but  light  rays  travel 
ififihitc  distances  with  unabated  velocity.

In  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  the  arts  and  er.->ft3 
were  greatly  encouraged.  The  chairs  of  this- 
p'eriod  were  upholstered  in  beautiful  fabrics, 
and  a  distinguishing  feature  of  them  was  the 
very  low  backs ;  the  arm  chairs  had  somewhat 
higlier  backs  than  the  opcasional  bnes,  the  arms 
being  padded  and  covered  with  the  same  mater- 
ial as  the  seat  and  back.  Then  in  the  days  of 
Cromwell  the  .pendulum  swung  back  again, 
.\nd  a  time  of  "plain,  severe  furniture  ensued. 
The  Roundheads,' in  their  crusade  against  the 
luxurious  taste  "of  the  Royalists,  destroyed 
much  of  the  fine  furniture  which  offended  them. 
Therefore  the  bulk  of  early  Jacobiean  furniture 
which  has  come _d0.W-rL_lO-_ils  was  originaUy  i'l 
middle-class  homes,  or  was  owned  by  support 
ers  of  the  Puritans.  The  cabinet  makers  of 
those  days  were  enjoyed  to  work  on  plain  lines, 
with.as  pleasing  a  result, as  could  be  obtained 
with  the  minimum  .  oi  ■«lfthellishment.  /  In 
Cromwell's  era  the  arrtis  of  chairs  were  "for  the 
first  time  covered  tigh(tly  with  leather., 

With -the  accession  of  Chiarles  11.,  the 
■'Merry  Monarch,"' vye  find  a  lot  of  foreign  in- 
fluence in  the  crafts.  Ei^glish  oak  had  reign- 
ed supreni^c  before.  biit_now  it^ was  superseded 
to  a  great^te'nt  by  tv,ii|^f'  artd  We  hear'  of.

well.  .Chairs,  especially  arm-chairs,  \vere  beau- 
titttlly  turned  and  carVcd,  and  C.  and  S.  scrolls 
heing  lai'gely  u'Scd ;  the  seats  and  the  backus 
were  caned.  Couches  were  now  introduced 
under  the  name  of  "day  beds ;"  they  usually 
had  adjustable  head-pieces,  which  -could  be 
pulled' up  or  down  b)'  mekns  of  a  cprd  or 
chain.

One  of  President  Lincoln's  gifts  was  an  ex- 
traordinary memory.     As  he  used  -tO'. say, , he 
"couldn't     help     remembering.''''   '-Mr.     Noah 
^lipeoks  cites  many  interesting  examples  of  his 
"jvower  of  retaining  things  he  had  once  heard. 
One  of  my  cousins,"  he  says,  "John  PJolmes 
Goodenow,,  of   Maine,   was   appointed   con,suI- 
gcneral  at  Constantinople  early  in  the  Lincoln 
administration,  and  was  takeii'  to  Vt4ie -White ' 
House,  before  his  departure  for  his  post^  to  be, 
i)rcsonted  to  the  Presiderit.~r*~    :  '     ~^ 

When  Lincoln  learned  that  his  visitor  was 
a  grandson  T)f  John  Holmes,  one  of /the  first 
.Senators  from  Maine,  he  immediately  began  to 
recite  a  poetical  quotation,  Avhichrriu^t  have 
been  mi'ro  th?nra  hundred  lines  in  Kength. 

Mr.  (".(loclcnovV,  never  having  mot/ the  Prcsi- 
d en  t  -{>(■  i'<. 'f  cT.  w as  n a t u r aj ly  ast on i shed  at  this, 
but  when  the  lines^were  finished,  tjhe -President 

said: 

"There!  ihnt  poem  was  tjuolcil  hy  your 
graivi father  in  u  .speech  which  HcTnade'  in  the 
United 'States  Senate  in  ..."  and  he  nanie.l 
tlic  date  a4K]  specified  the  e)ccasi6n. 

lie  used  i<'  S'^y,  however,  that  his  happen- 
ing to  remember  a  poem  was  no  sign  of  any 
special  liking  for  it.

"Vertical  sun-dials  coiild\  be  jilaccd  on  a 
south  wall  with  little  trouble  and  material,  for 
it  only  required  a  dial  to  cast  a  shadow  on  ra- 
diatmg  inci-ied  lines  marked  on  the  wall.  These 
often  appeared,  on  churches,  qgencrally  neat 
the  southwestern  angle.    .  . 


■  Sometimes  sun-dials  even  appeared  in 
stained-glass  \Vindows.  These  are  still  to  be 
seen  in  Lambeth  Palace,  and  at  one  time  there 
was  another  in  the  Church  of  AH  Hallows 
Staining,  Mark  Lane. 

Another  kind  of  di.d  was  of  a  portable  de- 
scription known  as  the  "ring"  type,  and  to  be 
worn  on  the  finger,  the  light  finding  its  way 
through  a  tiny  hole.  Of  these  the  rarest  sort 
kno\vai_w.as  f"rnished__with  a  combination  of 
projections  for 'throwing  the  shadow  . of  the 
sun.  Cardinal  Wolsey,  hall  one  made  in  brass 
gilt  on  which  were  engraved  his  arms.  C)thcr 
portable  ,  ones  were  a  sort  of  combination  of 
.both  dial  and  compa.«^s  folded  up.
